A HESSAGE FROM GEORGE FENERORE, CHAIRMAN, DEDDINGTON PARISH COUECIL 


I thought it timely to mention to your readers that the next election for their 
Parish Council in Deddington will be in May. All councils need a wide spectrum 
of. skills among their members as well as a good deal of motivation. Deddington 
is no exception. At the last election in May 1986 10 candidates ‘all men) 
offered themselves for election and were automatically inducted as there were 
insufficient volunteers to cover the 14 vacancies available. Others then had to 
be ‘invited’ to fill the vacancies. Today 4 members of your Council are ladies 
- Mrs Stevens, Mrs Swash, Mrs Kedge and Mrs Garvey. 


The powers granted to the Council are very limited and contrary to popular 
opinion, although the Council has the right to be consulted about planning 
applications, it has no authority over them. This is vested in the Cherwell DC. 
Nonetheless your Council has been involved in a number of important and major 
projects, particularly the Windmill Centre and the establishment of a Trust Fund 
gradually being brought to fruition. The activities of the Council are well 
recorded in a very succinct manner by the editors of The Deddington News but 
what this cannot always reflect is the great amount of work, most of it 
voluntary, which goes on behind the scenes, not only by councillors but by other 
members of our community who regularly give so freely of their time and talents. 
I have also been particularly impressed during my own tenure by the number of 
people come to me with helpful suggestions and advice and even to offer their 
services on some projects. It is only by a concerted and continuous effort that 
we are going to maintain the standards we all seek for this parish. 


I sincerely hope we have a large number of volunteer candidates for the next 
election and I stand ready to support anyone willing to try. The election will 
take place on Thursday 3 May. Prospective candidates must contact Cherwell DC, 
General Office (0295 252535 ext 124), which will provide an explanatory leaflet, 
nomination papers and a candidate acceptance form. The candidate must find a 
proposer and seconder for the nomination paper. Completed forms must be_ 
returned to the CDC Returning Officer between 26 March and 3 April. 
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May I also, as retiring Chairman of the Parish Council, make a few personal 
comments on the Windmill Project, phases I and II, which have occupied a lot of 
Council time since I joined the parish in the early 80s. As some of you will 
remember, the Windmill Project was started by the Parish Council leasing part of 
the old disused Windmill School, the other part having already been sold by OCC 
to the developers Rockwell. A public meeting held in 1981 voted that the PC 
should enter into negotiations with OCC to buy the site. This was purchased for 
£21,500, financed by a loan from CDC with interest and repayments raised by ;

precept. The financial working group was set up at this time and did a lot of 
work in getting the project off the ground. The Windmill Management Committee 
was also formad then to run the old school building as a commnity centre but it 
was soon realised that the building was not ideally suited for this purpose and 
needed much upkeep. The developer then made an offer to buy the old school 
buildings and build a new community centre and sports hall better suited to the 
needs of the community. After a lot of work by the financial working group and 
the PC, the new centre was built. 


In 1985 the project to provide a much larger sports field to accommodate all 
sporting interests came into being. After a lot more work by the financial 
working group, the Windmill Committee and the PC, a deal was set up between the 
PC and Rockwell (Rockwell already had an option to buy on Mr Bishop's field), 
with all the financial arrangements made by the District Valuer. It was not 
until the project was well advanced that the so-called action group started to 
take an interest and we all know what happened then. The action group's main 
argument was that the PC was not getting enough money for the site, but as the 
final price was ta be index linked to the price of development land on 
completion some 2 years later, less the value of the 'keys' held by the 
developer, it is a little unclear how they arrived at their conclusions. They 
argued that the developer did not hold a 'key' and that an alternative access 
could be provided. The PC and District Valuer had already investigated this 
possibility and had been advised that it was not a very good idea as we would be 
mixing estate traffic, pedestrians and children on a comminity/sports complex. 


In an attempt to prove the Parish Council wrong, a member of the action group 
did get planning permission for the alternative access. This did not prove the 
PC was wrong, it simply meant that the plan put forward met with planning 
conditions. Cherwell Planning Committee gave no consideration to the monumental 
cast of providing such an access or to the devastation it would have caused to 
the complex as a whole. 


The action group did not take into consideration the fact that because the 
existing entrance is not wide enough under the Department of Transport 
requirements for public road use, the playgroup site would have had to be 
purchased from OCC. So in fact the County Council held the same 'key' as the 
developer and we would have had to pay dearly for it, as well as re-siting and 
re-building the playgroup hut and the tennis courte and a total loss of the site 
for the new children's playground. The group's arguments were full of ‘ifs, 
buts and maybes'. Your Parish Council dealt only in facts. And the facts are 
that for an investment of £21,500 the PC has provided and paid for a new 
community hall and its integral sports facilities, 3 double tennis courts, a 6% 
acre sports field laid out to a very high standard for cricket and football, the 
provision of a 7 rink bowling green, and £777.000 cash in the bank earning 15% 
interest at present. 


As some of you may know, a member of the action group asked the District Audit 
Service for a report into the PC's actions in this matter. This has not yet 
been completed. When it has, it will be made available to you all: Whatever 
the outcome, the cost of this will have to be met by the PC, in other words BY 
US ALL, and it will cost many hundreds of pounds. 


May. I end by asking you to consider 3 points. 
1. Does the best deal always have to revolve around the maximum amount of money 
to be gained, without consideration of the other needs of the community? 
2. Given the fact that we have a good, safe sports and recreation complex, paid 
for and with capital invested to provide £80,000+ a year for other village 
projects from now until Doomsday, was there any need to compromise it by putting 
a public road through it? I think not.. 
3, I know that some members of the present Parish Council are not going to 
stand for election in May, including myself. If for any reason a viable council 
is not elected, Cherwell District Council will take over the running of the 
Parish, and what will happen to the Trust Fund then?

From W F K Bunt, Clerk to Deddinneon Charity Estates, Eayfield, Earl's Lane, 
Deddington. I am still attempting to obtain a photograph of the almshouses 
showing the fencing which existed prior to being removed in 1942 to support the 
war effort. Below are extracts from the minutes of the Charity dealing with the 
removal, and I would be most appreciative if you could publicise our quest. 
Meeting held on 16 February 1943 - "Mr French spoke on the recent removal by 
the Ministry of Supply of the iron railings in front of the Almshouses and 
he was supported by Mr Clarke and other Trustees in his protest against the 
removal. A discussion followed and it was-agreed that a fence should be 
erected in place of the railings as soon as possible as a protection for the 
Almshouses inmates, and on the proposition of Mr W J Gardner seconded by Mr 
Dodd it was decided ta leave the matter to the Visiting Committee to deal with 
the matter." 
2 - "The Clerk reported that Messrs Hopcraft and 
Son had erected a fence at the Almshouses in place of the iron railings but 
their account had not been received," 

- "The Clerk produced Messrs A Hopcraft and Son's 
accounts for erecting stone pillars and iron piping to replace the railings 
removed from the Almshouses by the Ministry of Supply amounting to £16.8s.ed. 
and for painting the front woodwork of the Almshouses £5.17s.9d. and on the 
proposition of Mr Deeley seconded by Mr Clarke it was resolved that the 
accounts be paid. The Clerk was instructed to report to the Charity 
Commission the removal of the railings and the expense incurred by the 
Trustees of providing an alternative fence." 

This is the last reference to the matter in the minutes and thus the Charity 
Commission's reply - if one was forthcoming - is not known. (More letters page 5)

I am writing to ask when the children of Deddington will have access to a safe 
play area. When I moved to Deddington nearly three years ago, I was astonished 
to find nothing for children but a slide and a couple of old tyres for swings ~ 
poth of which were unsuitable for a child of one-and-a~half. In the time since, 
there has been a marked deterioration in even these: the handrail of the slide 
is so rusted that it has broken loose; the swings are virtually non-existent; 

and broken glass and dog faeces liberally cover the ground. In addition, I 
should mention that many women are wary of being alone in such an isolated spot. 
In a village of this size and wealth, it is a disgrace that there is still no 
recreation area. I fully support the plans for a playground adjacent to the 
Windmill Centre. As I understand it, there is nothing to prevent this being 
constructed except a reluctance on the part of the Parish Council to approve the 
grant of money to pay for it. As Mrs Herring pointed out in her letter to the 
Editors of the Deddington News (February Issue), if this issue is not resolved 
very soon we will lose the grant of £4,500 from the Cherwell District Council 
towards the cost of the project. 

As any parent - or indeed grandparent - will know, there is nowhere to exercise 
and entertain small children except a walk round the perimeter of the village 
with traffic roaring past. Our children really need a challenging and stimu- 
lating play area, and parents will welcome the opportunity for social contact 
which is sorely lacking at the present time. If Deddington prides itself on 
being a caring village and a community, then surely it cannot ignore the needs 
of the people who live here. Please, on behalf of all children and parents, 
will you make an early decision on this matter.

no doubt adding to the problem. 

The proposed site for a playground is adjacent to the Playgroup building. ‘The 
Parish Council has always supported this plan and is not in any way preventing 
its construction. All the land around the Windmill Centre, with the exception 
of the new Sports Field, is leased to the Windmill Management Committee and 
although the play ground is included in the Windmill development plan, the 
Management committee have not yet decided the size or layout. I know that 

Mrs Herring has had a plan drawn up and has held discussions with the manage- 
ment committee on this issue, and a compromise will have to be found tefore the 
project can get started. . 
The Parish Council is trying to get the village trust fund set up in the next 

2 months and it is envisaged that the fund will be administered by 6 or more 
elected trustees (and not the Parish Council) as asked for by the Parish Poll. 
The funding priority of each project will be assessed by them. 

I hope that my comments help to clarify the Parish Council's position for you.

Buffy Heywood reports that in the diaries of the Rev Cotton Risley for the month 
of March 1840 we read of the trial of the two men who broke into the Church in 
January - and of a dispute he had with the grocer over the price of candles! 

lst March ~- Our Deddington Church breakers were tried for breaking into 
Warmington Church and stealing the communion cloth, the pulpit cushion, etc. a 
night or two before they effected their entrance into ours - they were found 
guilty before Mr Baron Gurney and told that they would be tried on two other 
indictments for sacrilege on the morrow - for breaking into Banbury Church and 
ours at Deddington on Thursday evening the 9th January. j 

3rd March - The two men again tried by Mr Gurney for the Banbury Church robbery 
and found guilty ~ he did not deem it necessary to try them for breaking and 
robbing ours - but at once sentenced them to transportation for life. 

13th March - Banbury Steeple Chase took place. 

17th March - Went to Banbury to attend a meeting relative to establishing a 
school there for the middle classes of society in union with the Archidionical 
Board at Oxford. 

18th March - Signed a petition in favour of the present Corn Laws brought to me 
by Mr Field. 

20th March - Susan and I called at Grocer Churchill's about candles, the shopman 
said they were 6s.6s. per dozen. 

24th March - Wrote Grocer Churchill a note about our candles, he having charged 
6s.9d. per dozen when his young man told us they were only 6s.6d. which was what 
we had usually paid. He replied his young man had made a mistake and that on 
account of the high price of tallow he could not afford them for less and that 
he had been charging 7s. This was satisfactory I considered and agreed to pay 
68.906 

27th March - Told Mr Robinson he was welcome to a certain slip of ground for 
ever on payment of one 4d. per year as an acknowledgement of my right to the 
same again in case of his erecting any nuisance thereon or otherwise annoying 
me in any way whatsoever.
